ties except bonds, mostly Govern- 
ment. 

“From the time I entered the 
service until I left in July, 1919, I 
was not a participant either direct- 
ly or indirectly in any market 
transactions. 

“T carried through the war three 
major investments in which I am 
still interested. They were: First, 
Alaska-Juneau Gold Mining Co.; 
second, Texas Gulf Sulphur Co., 
which never produced an ounce of 
sulphur during the entire war, and 
third, the Atolia Mining Co., a pro- 
ducer of tungsten to which you 
have made’ previous and public ref- 
erence. 

“T originally invested _ in this 
mine in the year 1905 or 1906. Its 
potential value lay in the fact that 
it was the most promising tungsten 
development in the United States. 
Tungsten became important as an 
alloy before and during the war 
because of the absence of other al- 
loys in American mines.” 

He declared no one would buy it 
in 1917, fearing it had no ore re- 
serve, so “accordingly I was com- 
pelled to retain my holdings.” 

“As nearly as I can recall,” he 


summarized, “my income from 
tungsten in 1916 was around 
$600,000.” 

“Because tungsten had become 


increasingly important as an al- 
loy,” he continued, “I ordered the 
segregation of every dollar that the 
mine paid me and directed that all 
the dividends should be paid _ to 
various charities.”

WOMAN ON TRIAL 
DENIES SHE IS SPY 


Mme _ Stahl Says in Paris She 
Is Not Secret Agent, as 
Witnesses Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 27.—Mme. Lydia 
Tchekaloff Stahl, on trial with 20 
others as a spy against France, to- 
day denied the accusations of the 
Government’s witnesses that she 
had tried to obtain documents from 
the War and Navy Ministries. 

The prosecution introduced testi- 
mony from several agents who said 
they had trailed Mme. Stahl sever- 
al years and charged she was linked 
with Arvid Jacobson, the Ameri- 
can, who, with 28 others, was con- 
victed of espionage in Finland in 
February, 1934.. Mme. Stahl, how- 
ever, smiled and denied the charges. 

Douchan Narandisch, a Serbian 
journalist, testified he had edited 
a Serbian newspaper in the United 
States at one time. His wife, a 
former sculptor and a French wom- 
an, is free on bail, but Narandisch 
has been in jail for 15 months, the 
same period that Mr. and Mrs. Rob- 
ert Gordon Switz, the Americans 
on trial, have been held. 

Called to testify, Mrs. Switz de- 
clared she did not know Mme. Stahl 
until they all had been arrested. 

The trial was interrupted in the 
afternoon when Mme. Kaminka, a 
Russian friend of Mme. Stahl, sob- 
bingly retracted testimony she had 
given the investigating Magistrate. 
She said she was a friend of Mme. 
Stahl for 25 years and described 
her as a Communist enthusiast and 
mystic. The investigating Magis- 
trate’s report quoted Mme. Kamin- 
ka as saying after the death of her 
son: “My son has been taken from 
me as a sign that I must devote 
myself to espionage.” 

Mme. Kaminka today changed 
the word “espionage” to “the cause,” 
presumably referring to Commu- 
nism.

Britain Is Disappointed.

When they journey to Stresa to 
present the results of their efforts 
to Italy and France, they apparent- 
ly can communicate only general 
restatements of what already is 
known of the German viewpoint. 

A moderately optimistic view of 
the parleys was taken by Deutsche 
Diplomatische Korrespondenz, the 
| Government mouthpiece. 
| “The whole German nation hopes 
the Berlin negotiations mean to all 
positively inclined statesmen of 
Europe a fresh start and also @ 
change in the method hitherto em- 
ployed of expecting from others 
things one would reject oneself,” the 
organ said. 

“The results of the discussions 
can only benefit Europe if they are 
received and treated at Stresa with 
respect, good will and sincerity.” 

Diplomatic observers of the con- 
ferences noted with interest the in- 
cessant off-stage activity which the 
visit of the British statesmen 
prompted on the part of Viscount 
|Kimimoto Mushakoji, Japanese Am- 
|bassador. These circles expressed 
'the conviction that the Japanese 
‘were applauding Germany’s resist- 
'ance to any undertakings that 
| would bring the Reich closer to 
Russia. As long as Germany and 
| Russia remain unreconciled, it was 
pointed out, Russia is prevented 
from throwing its entire strength 
to the East. 

Simon Informs Allies. 

After his dinner with Hitler last 
night, Sir John hastened to inform 
France, Italy and Belgium of “the 
general position taken by both 
sides during the talks” by calling 
in the French Ambassador, the Bel- 
gian Minister and the Charge D’Af- 
faires of the Italian Embassy. 

The Belgians were included in the 
invitation rather than Poland, it 
_was said officially, because Belgium 
is concerned in the Locarno pact 
and would be a cog in the proposed 
_air pact machinery, while Poland is 
not concerned with either. 

The Nazis, who from the begin- 
ning have been pleased that the 
English consented to come to Ber- 
| lin, expressed even greater pleasure 
| today over last night’s communique 
| which spoke of Germany as “pursu- 
|ing a goal of peace.”

| 3,500,000 German residents in it. 

3. An air force the equal of the 
British or the French, the common 
'level to be determined by Russia's 
air strength. 
| 4. A navy of about 400,000 tons. 

An earlier list given out by the 
‘same quarters also included Hit- 
ler’'s reported demand for return 
of Pomorze—the “Polish” corridor 

but this was corrected immediate 
ly after Simon's return from the 
‘German capital. 

The Reichsfuehrer, it was ex- 
plained, merely discussed future 
possibilities regarding German term 
‘ritorial desires along the Eastern 
frontier without making any spe 
cific demand in that connection. 

Later Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacDonald visited Buckingham 
Palace to be closeted with King 
George for half an hour. 

The Cabinet, it was understood, 
will receive another report from 
Sir John.

In a statement today Priest said 
that in his few months in office he 
had noted there had been “a re- 
markable lack of co-operation” be-

records that would compare with 
the Comptroller’s office. 

As a result he will install a du- 
plicate set of books at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year and will at- 
tempt to comply with the require- 
ments of the budget in the balanc- 
ing of accounts set up for the vari- 
ous departments. 

His estimate budget, he said, will 
be based on a figure under the 
average for the last five years, de- 
spite the heavy cost of changing all 
stationery and acquiring new equip- 
ment. By a more rigid enforce- 
ment of settling costs he hopes to 
keep the expense of running the 
courts well below the average.

Rose Marble From Missouri. 


The chief variety employed was 
Ste. Genevieve rose marble, richly 
hued in tones of pink and with a 
grayish cast of color also, Some 
of the largest panels consisted of 
several matched slabs, forming a 
simple diamond-shaped design in 
the pattern of the darker mark- 
ings. Other panels, of mottled 
shades, were of St. Albans red 
marble from Vermont. A narrow 
base strip was of the black Vir- 
ginia stone. 

At either end of the main hallwav 
was placed a group of four fluted 
columns of the St, Albans _ red. 
The completed portions of these ap- 
peared to be of massive nature. 
Actually, like all the rest of the 
work, the fine surface was a shell. 
Against square corners of the wall 
were built up falsework curves of 
hollow tile.

The Winter Olympics Ice Follies, 
with 26 events, topped off by a 
hockey game for the amateur 
championship of St. Louis, will .pen 
at the Winter Garden at 8 o'clock 
tonight under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Figure Skating Club. 


The work of putting the Garden 
in readiness was begun immediate- 
ly after the Flyers’ game last night. 
Five tandem rings having a diam- 
eter of five feet were painted red, 
yellow, blue, green and black—oth- 
erwise symbolizing the colors used 
in all the flags of the nations 
where winter sports are common. 
These circles are known as the 
Olympic rings, and are set in a 
rectangular area of orchid tinted 
ice about 15 yards long and five 
wide. 

The rest of the ice was painted 
blue except for a four-foot red out- 
side border, fringed with silver 
stars. 

With this “ice-scaping” and 
painting completed, the most tick- 
lish job still remained—spraying 
the ice without having one color 
“run” into another.

AMATEURS HAVE 
HARDER TIME 
THAN THE PROS 
JOE LOUIS SAYS 


Joe Louis, Negro heavyweight 
sensation, who has been matched 
with Primo Carnera for a bout, 


June 19, stated in a recent inter- 
view with a Chicago boxing writer 
that the amateur game is tougher 
than professional boxing. 

Louis first gained prominence in 
the National A. A. U. tournament 
here last April when he won the 
light-heavyweight championship. 
That tournament will have its St. 
Louis encore at the Arena the 10th, 
llth and 12th of next month. 

Joe graduated into the profes- 
sional class shortly after the 1934 
event and, being young, quickly put 
on sufficient weight to put him in 
the unlimited poundage division. 
He now weighs about 195 pounds. 

“Amateur boxing as you find it 
in tournaments is the toughest com- 
petition of all,” he remarked, “ama- 
teur or professional. In amateur 
boxing there is action every min- 
ute, but in professional fighting 
you frequently can coast along 
three or four rounds without ex-~- 
tending yourself. Any boy who 
wins an amateur tournament is a 
real fighter. There’s no chance to 
let down. Every man you meet is 
the champion of his community.” 

Louis may be here as a coach 
for the Detroit team-in the na- 
tional tournament, if the trip does 


not interfere with his training 
plans. 
Jack Dempsey, former world’s 


heavyweight champion, will be un- 
able to attend the tournament, he 
wrote Benny Kessler, chairman of 
the Ozark A. A. U. Boxing Com- 
mittee and general manager of the 
event. 

Dempsey recently opened a res- 
taurant in New York across from 
Madison Square Garden with a 
partner and his contract, it is un- 
derstood, calls for him to be in at- 
tendance four hours each day. 
Thus he will be unable to make 
the journey to St. Louis. 

Kessler has invited some other 
outstanding personages in the box- 
ing game, past and present, to at- 
tend, among them’ Barney Ross, 
present lightweight champion of 
the world, and Gene Tunney, for- 


mer heavyweight titleholder, the 
man who beat Jack Dempsey, 
twice. 

Meanwhile, entries continue to

Contrasts in Wages. 

Curlee had told the committee 
that he was convinced that the an- 
nual wages paid in his St. Louis 
plant were higher than wages in 
the New York market. Vincent, 
while making no reference to indi- 
vidual plants, testified that the 
average annual wages pail in the 
10 Industrial Association plants 
was $581 as compared with $1054 
paid in the 10 plants in the rival 
association. 

He said that the average weekly 
wage in the first group was $11.17 
as compared with $20.29 in the sec- 
ond group. The average weekly 
wage for the whole industry, he 
said, before acceptance of code was 
$12.50. 

Vincent answered in detail 
charges by Curlee that L. Greif & 
Bro., Inc., of Baltimore, had been 
coerced into making a settlement 
with its workers and produced the 
agreement under which the work. 
ers received about $24,600 back 
wages, due under the code schedule. 

He said that the workers in the 
Curlee, St. Louis, and Mayfield 
(Ky.) plants received a 20 per cent 


increase on a piece-work rate after 
the NRA had complained that these 
workers were not getting full code 
wages by 18 per cent. The addi- 
tional increase, the witness said, 
was accepted as settlement for back 
wages the NRA thought due the 
employes. 
Further Data Sought. 

At the close of today’s hearings, 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
asked Vincent to produce whatever 
data he had showing the increase 
in wages and profits under the 
men’s clothing code. Vincent said 
that he could supply information 
about increased wages, but had no 
data regarding profits. Senator 
Black (Dem.), Alabama, who is us- 
ing the committee investigation to 
obtain support of his 30-hour work 
week bill, asked Vincent to be pre- 
pared to testify tomorrow whether 
the mandatory 36-hour week in the 
clothing industry had increased or 
decreased production. He also 
asked Vincent to be prepared to 
testify how many additional work- 
ers had been employed because of 
the reduction of working hours to 
36 a week.

“Intensive evangelism on 
the part of individuals will restore 
the aggressive spirit of Methodism 
in the eighteenth century.”

TO TONS OF REL 
CORN FODDER SPOLED 


Missouri Commission Estimates 
Loss at $15,000—Bales 
Condemned at Mills. 


A total of 2770 tons of Missouri 
corn fodder, bought last year by 
the State Relief an Reconstruction 
Commission and shipped to various 
mills for processing into a new 
type of feed, has beep condemned 
at the mills as “unfit for milling,” 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

The spoiled fodder represents 
about 1.7 per cent of the total of 
166,000 tons bought, and the loss, 
based on an average cost of $5.50 
a ton for cutting, shucking and 
shipping, is about $15,000, accord- 
ing to L. S. Kleinschmidt, feed tech- 
nician for the commission. 

More than 1000 tons of the fod- 
der are at mills in East St. Louis 
—800 at the Always-A-Head Mills, 
Thirty-fifth and Walnut streets, and 
250 at the Alfocorn Milling Co., 3300 
Brady avenue. Stacked in bales 
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about the premises, it is being giv- 
en tod farmers and others who are 
permitted to haul it away for what 
use they can make of it. 

Spoiled by Mold. 

The corn, which never developed 
fully due to the drouth, was bought 
standing in the field and cut and 
shucked by men on relief. Most of 
it was baled in January, when it 
was thought to be dry and the tem- 
perature low enough to prevent 
it being attacked by any more mois- 
ture. Some of the corn, seemingly 
dry, remained moist in the pith and 
some absorbed moisture on the way 
to the mills in box cars, resulting 
in a mold which spoiled it. William 
T. Angle, director of the livestock 
feed and seed division of the com- 
mission, said the trouble was due 
partly to the fact that corn had 
never been baled before and the 
relief workers did not realize the 
danger of spoiling resulting from 
the moist interior. 

Kleinschmidt said it was possible 
more of the fodder might be found 
unfit for milling. In some cases the 
spoiled or partially spoiled corn can 
be sold, but at East St. Louis this 
cannot be done as the added cost 
of reshipping would not make it 
worth while. 

Mills in Missouri where fodder 
was found to be spoiled are at 
Springfield, with 500 tons; Sedalia, 
500; Moberly, 500; Marshall, 100; 
Sikeston, 100, and St. Joseph, 20. 
Mills at East St. Louis, St. Joseph | 


and Sikeston are privately owned, 
operating under contract. The oth- 
ers are operated by relief workers. 
The unspoiled fodder is being 
made into two types of feed, de- 
scribed as drouth relief molasses 
mixed feed and drouth relief horse 
and mule feed. The former con- 
tains 37 per cent ground corn fod- 
der, the latter, 28 per cent, and in 
addition varying proportions of soy- 
bean hay, soybean oil meal, molas- 
ses, cottonseed meal, Jimestone and 
salt. 
The commission plan is to ship 
the prepared feed back to Missouri 
dealers for sale to farmers. Deal- 
ers receive $2.50 for each ton sold 


and the remainder of the proceeds | 


is turned back to the commission. 
Retail prices are $22.50 a ton for 
the molasses mixed feed and $27 
for the horse and mule feed.

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LECTURE ON PROGRESS 
UF LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Prof. Guillaume  Fatio of 
Geneva Discusses Germany 
and Disarmament. 


Progress made, through the 
League of Nations, in ‘developing 
international unselfishness, was de- 
scribed by Prof. Guillaume Fatio of 
Geneva, Switzerland, in his address 
before the Washington University 
Student Assembly in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel today. -Prof. Fatio is 
a member of the Comite of the 
Centre European of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, 
and has been active in the work of 
the League from its inception. 

Naming, in geographical order, 
the member nations of the League, 
Prof. Fatio told of the part which 
each has taken, and the personali- 
ties they have contributed, to the 
League’s work. He talked of the 
present situation as to Germany’s 
rearmament, the events leading to 
Japan’s withdrawal from _ the 
League, and the effect of the 
League’s Balkan friendship pact in 
preventing regional complications 
during the recent revolt in Greece. 
He made no mention of the atti- 
tude of the United States toward 
the League, except to mention Presi- 
dent Wilson’s part in its formation. 

Talks About Germany. 

“It is better to see the danger 
than to ignore it,’ the speaker said 
as to the German situation. “Ger- 
many has now asserted its equality 
with other nations, and has said 
that if the others disarm, it will dis- 
arm.” 

France's fear of German aggeres- 
sion was also cited as a fact to be 
taken into account... This fear, 
Prof. Fatio said, caused the _ at- 
tempt to get security guarantees 
from Great Britain and the United 
States, which attempt as to Great 
Britain has partly succeeded, 
through the recent air agreement. 

In the Versailles treaty, the 
speaker said, Germany was treated 
as a second or third class nation, 
and was told by M. Clemenceau to 
disarm, and that the other nations 
would then disarm. Failure to keep 
this promise, he said, made the rise 
of Hitler possible. The speaker, 
with some national pride, quoted 
the utterance of M. Motta, Swiss 
President, at the first session of 
the League Assembly, that the 
League would not be complete so 
long as Germany was not a mem- 
ber. 

Situation in Far East. 

As to Japan, Prof. Fatio conclud- 
ed, “moral blame was the best 
thing.” He reviewed the com- 
plaints of China against Japan’s 
acts in Manchuria, the League’s in- 
quiry and the announcement of its 
commission that Japan was mak- 
ing war wrongfully. Japan’s resig- 
nation from the League, effective 
after two years, and just now tak- 
ing effect, ensued. 

“The alternative,” he said, “would 
have been to send a navy. The 
British navy would have gone there 
first, then probably the American 
navy, then France and Italy would 
have thought it necessary to send 
ships; and with four navies watch- 
ing Japan, something might have 
occurred to make trouble among the 
four countries.” 

Prof. Fatio told of the League’s 
continued efforts to bring about 
good relations among the Balkan 
countries, fifst those to the north, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Rumania, then Greece and. Turkey, 
and. finally Bulgaria. “If this 
friendly agreement had not. existed,” 
he, said, “Bulgaria and Turkey 
might not have kept hands off the 
territory of Greece, as they did, 
during the recent revolt in Greece.” 

Telling of personalities in the 
League, the speaker ranked M. 
Briand of France among the chief 
influences, and told of his work 
with Herr Stresemann of Germany, 
at Geneva. “But the trouble about 
France is,” he added, “that when 
things are going well, all at once 
the Government resigns, and so it 
did in Briand’s case, and now we 
have M. Laval, not Briand’s equal 
as a speaker, but representing the 
practical shrewdness of the French 
peasant.” 

As to M. Briand, the speaker 
said,.“He signed the Kellogg pact. 
I don’t know what it’s worth, but 
he did it.” 

The Scandinavian Countries. 

He gave the Scandinavian coun- 
tries high praise for their active 
and helpful part in League affairs, 
though they have been in no ap- 
parent danger from neighboring 
countries or from each other. When 
the League decided the contro- 


over the Aland Islands, in favor of 
Finland, Premier Branting of Swe- 
den was able to go back and tell 
his King and country what to them 
was bad news, without serious dif- 
ficulties. 3 

Representatives of other nations, 
Lord Cecil, Sir John Simon and Sir 
Anthony Eden of Great Britain, M. 
Hymans of Belgium, Senor Madari- 
aga of Spain, M. Paderewski of Po- 
land, Count and Countess Appony! 
of Hungary, and Baron Aloisi of 
Italy, were mentioned, with partic- 
ular attention to the Italian repre- 
sentative’s work in bringing settle- 
ment of the Saar Basin question. 
The financial help given through 
the League to Austria, and the aid 
to China in education, hygiene and 
road-building, were described. 

Admission of Russia. 

M. Motta of Switzerland should 
have been first president of the 
League Assembly, the speaker said, 
but was persuaded to decline the 
honor in favor of Hymans of Bel- 
gium.

CULBERTSONS TAKE ~ 
LEAD IN BRIDGE PLAY 


Win Five Straight Rubbers to 
Overcome Lead of Sims 
and Wife.

NEW YORK, March 27.—A de- 
cided turn in the fortunes of war 
has given Mr. and Mrs. Ely Cul- 
bertson the lead in their contract 
bridge battle with Mr. and Mrs. P. 
Hal Sims with the match only two 
days old. 

The Culbertsons went today into 
the third day of the 150-rubber 
bridge marathon with a lead of 
1750 points, the result of a clean 
sweep of five rubbers played last 
night. 

A difference of opinion as to the 
cause of their success developed 
between Culbertson and his wife, 
Josephine, at the end of last night’s 
play. | 

In the 30 hands played last night 
the Culbertsons held 71 aces and 
64 kings against 49 aces and 56 
kings for the Simses. 

Starting the afternoon _ session 
with a lead of 2200 points from the 
first night’s play, Sims and his 
wife captured four of the five rub- 
bers of the afternoon to send their 
lead to 4730 at dinner time. Their 
greatest margin, however, had been 
4820 points at the end of the sec- 
ond rubber of the afternoon and 
the sixth of the match. 

Luck Changes in Night Play. 

An indication of the turn in luck 
came at the start of the evening's 
hostilities when Culbertson and his 
wife took a 700-rubber with two 
successive game bids at no trump. 

They followed this with a gain of 
2040 points on the next rubber and 
picked up 1150 on the next, cutting 
the Sims’ lead to 530 points. 

In the thirteenth rubber Culbert- 
son forged to the front when he 
bid a small slam in hearts and took 
every trick. The Culbertson plus 
on this rubber was 1880 and they 
took the fourteenth and last rub- 
ber of the night by 400 points. 

, The bidding was more open in 
the second day’s play with the re- 
sult that both sides were set fre- 
quently. Seven small slam_ bids 
were made during the afternoon 
and night, all by Culbertson. Three 
were successful. 

The distribution of strength tend- 
ed to strike a balance in yester- 
day’s sessions. In the 85 hands al- 
ready played, the Simses have held 


and 177 kings to 163 for their op- 
ponents. 

A neatly bid slam in clubs by the 
Culbertsons was spoiled by one- 
sided distribution in the heart suit, 
enabling Sims to set the contract 
one in the final rubber of the night.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 
27.—The House passed a Senate bill 
late yesterday which would provide 
14 additional physicians at the six 
State hospitals and sanitariums for 
the mentally afflicted at a cost of 


$28,000 a year. The measure, whicn 
was sponsored by Senator Allen Mc- 
Reynolds of Carthage, a former 
member of the State Eleemosynary 
Board, now goes to Gov. Park for 
his consideration. 

The vote was 98 to 30, most of 
the Republicans voting against the 
bill.

Committee Divided Over 
Sections Proposing Levy 
on Payrolls in Federal 
Pension Measure.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Op-

Jan. 1, 1937, and reaching 6 per cent 
by 1949. Half of the tax would be 
paid by the employer, half by the 
employe. The worker would get 
a monthly annuity after he reached

Argument Against Tax. 


Estimates given to the committee 
said that in a normal year a 5 per 
cent payroll tax should _ yield 
around $1,000,000,000. Some com- 
mitteemen consider that too heavy 
a burden to impose on business un- 
til the depression is definitely over. 

In addition to his half of the 6 
per cent tax, each employer would 
be required to pay another 3 per 
cent on his payroll for unemploy- 
ment insurance after Jan. 1, 1938. 
Some of the committee insist that 
would increase the employer's bur- 
den beyond the breaking point.

Dust Storm Calculation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I’ the time of the recent dust storm 
A (March 20 and 21), it occurred to me 
to ascertain just how much dust had 


heen deposited. Accordingly, Thursday at | 


9 a. m., before the storm ended, I selected 
@ smooth surface that had not been dis- 
turbed, in a sheltered spot, and marked 
off a square foot. I carefully brushed up 
the yellow dust from the square and ac- 
curately weighed it, finding that it 
weighed 114, grains. That does not sound 
like very mueh, but when you reflect that 
one acre contains 43,560 square feet, it 
means that about seven pounds of dust 


fell to the acre, in a layer less than the | 


thickness of a piece of thin paper. That 
would be 4480 pounds, or two long tons, 
to the square mile. 

The State of Missouri contains 68,727 
eguare miles, so that about 137,454 long 
tons of dust were precipitated in Missouri 
alone. But the heavier particles fell in 
the western part of the State, and the 
finer and lighter in the eastern; and the 
storm lasted not only to 9 o’clock in the 
morning, when I made my collection of 
dust, but all day Thursday, so I believe 
that a fair estimate of the amount of 
top soil carried to Missouri would be 
more than twice the total given above.

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TRAGEDY AT THE ARCTIC’S RIM. 

In a formal military ceremony, with a cavalry 
band and many official personages present, Secretary 
of War Dern today celebrated the ninety-first birth- 
day of Major-General Adolphus Washington Greely, 
retired, at the Washington home of the veteran sol- 
dier and explorer by decorating him with the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor, awarded him “for his life 
of splendid public service.” 

This tardy recognition of Gen. Greely’s long service 
under the Stars and Stripes—in the Civil War, in the 
far North, in Cuba, the Philippines, in China, Alaska 
and the Canal Zone—recalls one of the most dramatic 
incidents in the history of both polar exploration and 
the United States Army. This was the execution of 
a faithless soldier at the Arctic’s rim, to maintain 
life and morale in the face of staggering odds, the 
full story of which was told for the first time in 
1925 in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine. 

The bleak setting was an isolated cape on Elles- 
mere Land, near the North Pole, slightly more than 
half a century ago. Gen. Greely, then a cavalry 
Lieutenant, was in command of a fast disappearing 
party of 25 soldiers sent by the War Department to 
the arctic regions to establish a subpolar station for 
recording scientific data. A fearful arctic winter 
had swept down on the explorers, and through star- 
vation and exposure their number had been reduced 
to a dozen, who lay huddled in a rude, lightless shel- 
ter of stone and snow. Food, consisting in part of 
sealskins, was rationed out by the sixteenth of 
an ounce. It seenred that certain death stared every 
man in the face. 

Into this tragic situation entered a thief. One of 
the soldiers, Private Charles B, Henry by name, did 
not weaken physically as did the others. There was 
but one explanation: He was getting more than his 
share of the pitiful store of provender, and he was 
getting it dishonestly. When the suspected man 
was caught in the act, the head of the party named 
three men, among them Sergeant (later Brigadier- 
General) David L. Brainard—the only other survivor 
of the expedition, who attended the decoration cere- 

mony today—-to take Private Henry from his hut 

and shoot him as a murderer. The three drew

The rescue ship, led by Commander W. S. Schley, 
who later was to win renown at Santiago, finally 
came and seven survivors were brought back. Greely 
made a full report on Henry’s execution to the Sec- 


retary of War, who replied there was no doubt what- 


ever “of the necessity and the entire propriety” of 
the sentence of death.

PICKING SCHOOL BOARD MEMBERS. 

Every taxpayer and every parent should take a 
keen interest in the city election next Tuesday, if 
only because one-third of the membership of the 
Board of Education will be chosen. 

It is not too late to urge the fullest discussion of 
the qualifications of the’ 13 men and ‘women who 
seek to participate in the direction of the public 
schools. Obviously, some of the candidates would 
be better board members than others. 

Two Democrats and two Republicans are to be 
chosen under the new bi-partisan law, which is a 
thoroughly objectionable measure. The tendency of 
this law inevitably will be to inject politics into 
Members of the official committees of 
the two major parties, while disclaiming interest in 
school patronage, have been discussing slates of can- 
didates for the board. Jimmie Miller, the downtown 
Democratic boss, has disclosed some of his prefer- 
ences for election. 

The Board of Education is too important a body 
to be chosen at the dictation of ward politicians. 
One hundred thousand children annually are affected 
by the board’s actions and decisions. Expenditure 
of $10,000,000 a year is handled by the board. Four 
thousand pérsons are employed by it. The first 
question of importance to come before the new and 
old members next month will be the size of the 1935 
school tax rate.

NRA and Monopoly 


AVING disposed of the work relief bill, 

much the most important business be- 

fore Congress is to determine the future 
of NRA. The temper of Congress was made 
plain last week when, on a motion by Sen- 
ator Borah to restore the anti-trust laws, 
there was a certain majority in sight to at- 
tack the monopolistic tendency of NRA. 

As originally conceived by the administra- 
tion, the NRA was to have been an experi- 
ment in semi-voluntary co-operation. -The 
theory was that the majority of business 
men in an industry should speak for all the 
business men in the industry, that the ma- 
jority among employes should speak for all 
the employes, that the Government should 
speak for the “public,” that is to say, for 
everyone else. It was hoped that. these 
three representatives would make laws for 
the conduct of each industry that would 
promote recovery, end many ancient social 
evils and stabilize industry for the future. 

It was a pretty idea, and at first almost 
everyone subscribed to it. 

Today, the NRA has lost its hold on 
the popular imagination. It is fiercely chal- 
lenged from many quarters. It is defend- 
ed with diffidence by its remaining sup- 
porters. The main reason for this change 
of public feeling is not to be found, I be- 
lieve, in the horrible examples of petty 
tyranny and bureaucratic blundering cited 
by the critics. The people would forgive 
them readily if they believed the chief prom- 
ises of NRA were being fulfilled.

But while the claim has been made by 
NRA spokesmen that it is responsible for 
re-employing several million men, there are 
few if any impartial observers who think 
there is any justification for this claim. It 
would be easier, in fact, to make a plaus- 
ible argument that the recovery of employ- 
ment came before NRA took hold and has 
proceeded a little in spite of it and halting- 
ly because of it. 

It is interesting to ask ourselves why the 
experiment in “self-government” for indus- 
try has worked so badly. The essential rea- 
zon, it seems to me, is that the men who 
represented industry, labor and the admin- 
istration in carrying out the experiment 
were all beguiled and bamboozled by the 
same fallacy. The NRA control of indus- 
try has gone wrong because the business 
executives, the labor leaders and the offi- 
cials had a fundamentally wrong concep- 
tion of what to do with their power. Unin- 
tentionally, of course, but none the less ef- 
fectively, they have used their power to de- 
press trade and to prevent employment. 

Among the business executives, the basic 
fallacy took the form of attempting to deal 
with “cutthroat competition” by holding up 
prices. Using many different schemes, the 
codes, which the business men wrote, have 
been based in most instances on the prin- 
ciple that it is better to sell fewer goods 
at a high price than more goods at a lower 
price. ‘ 

Among the labor leaders who had a hand 
in the NRA, this same basic fallacy took 
the form of attempting to increase “pur- 
chasing power” by raising the hourly price 
of labor. Like the NRA business execu- 
tives, the A. F. of L. executives have pre- 
ferred a smal! volume of employment at a 
high hourly rate to more employment, and 
therefore more income, at a lower hourly rate. 

As for the officials, they consented to and 
even encouraged both fallacies. They ap- 


proved wage policies which raised hourly 
rates and therefore restricted employment. 
They imagined that they were fighting cut- 
throat competition and the sweating of la- 
bor when, in fact, they were making it as 
difficult as possible for business to sell its 
products and to re-employ labor to produce 
its products. 

The industrial plant that could not find a 
market at the high prices is a dead weight 
which obstructs the revival of investment. 
The labor which cannot be employed be- 
cause unit prices of goods and hourly rates 
of wages are too high is living on its sav- 
ings or is on the relief roll. 


The fixing of a price which restricts the 
sale of goods or of labor is the essence of 
monopoly. In attacking monopoly, the Sen- 
ators have at least located the evil. It must 
be said, however, that men like Senator 
Borah and Senator McCarran who attack 
monopolistic price-fixing and yet vote to 
sustain monopolistic wage-fixing are blind 
in one eye. Those who attack monopolistic 
wage-fixing but are silent about price-fix- 
ing in, let us say, for example, steel 
cement, are blind in the other eye. 

The basic evil of NRA has been, not that 
it controlled industry, but that it controlled 
it on the monopolistic principle of restrict- 
ing production and employment in order to 
support high unit prices and high hourly 
rates. 

The decision of the President to refuse 
the “prevailing wage” for the unemployed 
was a recognition on his part that an ex- 
cessively high hourly rate of wages makes 
unemployment inevitable. The feeling in 
Congress that the anti-trust laws must be 
restored in order to break up monopoly 
prices is a recognition on their part that 
excessively high unit prices prolong the de- 
pression. But until it is generally recog- 
nized that the monopoly principle both in 
prices and in wages is the essential evil, 
the understanding will not exist to legis- 
late wisely about the NRA. 


* s * 


Apart from mere. stop-gap legislation 
which might evade and postpone the issue. 
the real question is whether a system of 
representative industrial control can be 
established and administered to do the very 
opposite of what NRA has done, that is, to 
premoteé trade and employment by adapting 
prices and wages to the market instead of 
restricting the market by maintaining prices 
and wages at a high monopolistic level. 

The traditional view from the time of 
Adam Smith has been that combinations of 
producers will inevitably act as monopo- 


lists. The experience of NRA confirms 
that view. Since, however, there are un- 
doubted advantages in combination, the 


question is whether modern statesmen have 
the wit and the wisdom to devise a method 
of control which will permit combinations 
and yet prevent them from acting as mo- 
nopolists. No one in authority has yet, I be- 
lieve, come forward with a policy of that 
sort. But unless one is produced, the move- 
ment to restore the anti-trust laws will be- 
come irresistible.

GINGANATT SYMPHONY 
PLAYS IN ST. LOU 


Large Audience at Concert 
Closing Civic Music 
League’s Season. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


T exestrs Goossens provided an 
appropriate finish last night at the 
Municipal Auditorium for the most 
successful season yet undertaken 
by the Civic Music League. A large 
audience heard the concert and 
seemed to be impressed by the 
quality of the visiting band, by its 
expert leadership and by the pro- 
gram which was popular in its ap- 
peal without being in _ the least 
hackneyed. 


Mr. Goossens, of course, is no 
stranger to St. Louis. As guest con- 
ductor of the St. Louis orchestra 
for three seasons he maintained a 
consistently high level of musician- 
ship and left behind him a lasting 
and favorable impression. Judging 
by last night’s performance, he is 
still a leader of impeccable taste 
and sincerity, with the power to 
evoke clean, precise phrasing, an 
agreeable blending of parts, elas- 
ticity of rhythm and—most impor- 
tant of all—an unflagging momen- 
tum. Even very gifted conductors 
will sometimes allow one to see the 
joints of a piece of music, but it 
was, and is, a distinguishing at- 
tribute of Mr. Goossens’ conducting 
that each movement or section is 
carried through on a single propul- 
sive line. 
Strings Well Disciplined. 

The orchestra itself is composed 
of excellent artists, the wood and 
brass being especially impressive. 
The strings sounded a little light— 
though this might have been due 
to the conductor’s unfamiliarity 
with the baffling acoustic proper- 
ties of the hall—but were lively and 
well disciplined. Of the soloists who 
emerged from time to time from 
the mass the first oboe and first 
‘cello were outstanding. 

The program started with the 
“Occasional” overture of Handel, a 
composition which is a little weak 
in inspiration at certain points but 
still bears the hallmark of genius. 
This was followed by the “Rondino 
for Wind Instruments” by Bee- 
thoven, a piece whose only virtue 
was its novelty, and after that came 
the Symphony in G Minor by Kal- 
linikov, a late nineteenth century 
Russian composer who practically 
never appears on modern symphony 
programs.
